For  the  opening  and  extending  of  Cour  Street  from  Hoagland 
4venue  to  Fairfield  Avenue* 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Port 
Wayne,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  open  and 
extend  Cour  Street  from  Hoagland  Avenue  to  Fairfield  Avenue,  Said 
opening  and  extending  as  herein  described  to  be  made  by  condemning 
and  appropriating  for  street  purposes  the  following  described  parts 
of  lots  and  parcels  of  land  to-wit.  The  south  twenty-one  (21))  feet
